HERE were some women once who 

watched a young man in Jerusalem, 

unsteadily dragging a cross on which 
he was soon to be crucified. 

These women with children in their -- 
arms wept, as women do weep, at the sight 
of suffering, be the sufferer innocent or 
guilty. Never is man executed but women 
will cry, no matter what his crime. He is 
somebody’s son. 

Seeing the blood running down this Man’s 
wan face and His lacerated body where the 
scourge had torn Him, their pity gushed 
forth in shrill Oriental wailing. 

He was so young to die. Perhaps they 
knew something of His compassion for the 
sick. His kindness to women, His love for 
children;so they were moved to pity through 
all the brutal hatred and savage cruelty 
that was sending Him to His death. 

I cannot recall an instance in the Gos- 
pels of a woman being an enemy of Jesus, 
No woman deserted or betrayed, persecuted 
or opposed Him, 

Their compassion strewed these last 
soft petals upon His path of thorns. Can 
any of us, even now --we who know the se- 
quel to His harrowing tale, as the women 
did not--can any of us contemplate His 
sufferings without being moved, if not to 
tears, then to thoughts that lie too deep- 
for tears. 

In His pain and weariness, He noticed 
their tears; and paused long enough to say 
“‘Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for Me, 
weep for yourselves and for your children. 
There was no selfishness in His sorrow. 
He did not pity Himself, Trouble was brew- 
ing, He knew, for the people of the city and 
He thought it would be much worse than 
His own, 

No word of Jesus is more revealing than 
this word for those who pitied Him. He did 
not need pity. If they saw only His bleed- 
ing, beaten, weakened body--they mis- 
understood Him. At that very moment He 
could have scattered His captors,

His body might be weakened, but He was 
going to His death of His own accord, as 
a conqueror to His coronation. 

It is this sublime insight which has 
prompted the Christian Church to cherish 
the Cross. 

Jesus went to the Cross not because He 
was WRONG but because He was RIGHT; not 
because He was WEAK, but because He 
was STRONG.

Of course, all service to one’s fellow- 
;men is glorious if rendered in the right spir- 
it. How glorious is the physician’s or the 
surgeon’s task in relieving human suffer- 
ing and in extending the span of life! Or 
‘the devoted service of nurses! -So, too, the 
efforts of lawyers, of statesmen, or mer- 
chants, manufacturers, artizans, and of- 
unskilled laborers, when the service is ren- 
dered with honest intent and devotion to 
duty. Each and all have their appropriate 
glory. 

But the distinctive glory of the ministry 
lies in the character of the service rendered. 
It deals with spiritual and eternal conc®rns, 
and seeks to bring their values to the at- 
|tention, and into the lives of people every- 
where. It exhaults character and destiny. 
It warns that man, although related to the 
earthly creatures, is not a brute. He does 
not live by bread alone. He cannot be sat- 
istied with mere ‘‘things.’’ House-furnish- 
ings, however elegant, do not make a home. 
Comradeship is more important than even a 
roof and shelter. The Son of Man had not 
where to lay His head, but He had life abun- 
dant. Soldiers in the trenches find that 
their well-being depends more upon the 
courage, integrity and honor of their “‘bud- 
dies’? than upon the protecting cover of the 
‘trench-roof; for, when they go over the top, 
‘the manliness and courage of “‘the buddy” 
| ay mean life instead of death for the sol- 
dier. So in all our lives, we are members 
1e of another and our individual well-be-

ing is conditioned by our social environ- 
ment. Love, sympathy, generousity, vision, 
hope, peace-of-mind, and nobility are as sub- 
stantial realities as wealth, possessions 
or power, It is not enough to win a fortune; 
men and women must win their souls. It is 
the glory of the ministry to stress these 
eternal values, 


The ministry leads to the unveiling and 
revealing of God. To know God and to sus- 
tain personal relations with Him is not on- 
ly the first duty of man,(as saith the creed), 
but is man’s highest privilege, as well, and 
the basis of his finest contribution to the 
world’s civilization. It is more important 
than is the ability to split an atom or to di- 
rect a congress. 


The glory of the ministry lies in helping 
men and women to realize the reality of 
God's presence! 

God is not found by the reasoning facul- 
ties only. We possess other powers of know- 
ing, such as the feeling and appreciation 
of beauty, music, ert, and the glories of na- 
ture. It is one thing to read a book on as- 
tronomy; but quite a different thing to go 
out-on a clear night and look up at the star- 
try heavens and share the Psalmist thrill, 
**The heavens declare the glory of God and 
the firmament showeth His handiwork.’’ It 
is one thing to hear Deems Taylor discuss 
the technique of a symphony, describing 
how its parts are put together, but it is an- 
other thing to listen to Sebelius’ ‘‘Finlan- 
dia’’ or to hear Michael Rabin’s violin in- 
terpret Tchaikovsky’s Fifth Symphony. We 
live by emotions as well as by thought. 
“Help Your Child to Wonder’’ advised Ra- 
chel Carson in September Reader’s Digest. 
Why wonder? Because this is God’s world 
and the sense of wonder is an avenue to the 


unveiling of God. 


Dr. Charles R. Brown, one time minister 
of a Congregational Church in California 
and late professor in Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, in his book entitled, 
“‘My Yesterdays’’, tells of a minister and 
a Texas cow-boy who arrived together at 
the edge of the Grand Canyon in Arizona. 
As they came to the rim and looked across 
the eleven miles to the other side, and down 
its 8,000 foot gorge, the minister removed 
his hat. The cow-boy removed his hat. The 
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minister exclaimed, ‘“‘O Lord, how wonder- 
ful are all Thy works.’’ The cow-boy, with 
equal reverence, said, ‘‘Don’t it beat Hell!’’ 
That cow-boy was not profane.He was mere- 
ly expressing wonder in the only language 
he knew. 


Now it is the province of the ministry to 
help people express their wonder in terms 
relating to God who created a sense of won- 
der as a means of attracting them to Him- 
self. So far as we know, the dumb animals 
have no sense of wonder. They only fear. 


The ministry offers the pastor an oppor- 
tunity of guiding the lives of children and 
youth helpfully, not only through personal 
contacts, vital as these are, but also by 
means of the varied organizations of the 
church under his vision and leadership. 


Whether or not the minister has the as- 
sistance of a paid Director:of Religious 
Education, the Bible School and the varied 
youth organizations such as the Chi Rho 
group, the C.Y.F. group, the Boy Scouts 
and the Girl Scouts have a share in his in- 
terest and oversight. In fact, few men or 
women, except parents and teachers, hold 
such vital contacts with the youth of our 
land. I had a letter recently from a man, 
now a grandfather, who said; ‘‘l sometimes 
wonder whether we could have made the 
grade, if it had not been for that great and 
abiding faith impressed upon us in our early 
days.”’ If a nation-wide poll could be taken 
doubtless thousands, perhaps millions, of 
similar testimonials from all the churches 
would arise. 


The ministry also offers an opportunity 
for leadership in a glorious fight for righte- 
ousness and social justice. It is interest- 
ing to note how often the word “‘fight’’ and 
its concomitants are used in the N. T. 
“Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold of 
eternal life.’’ (1 Tim.6:12), “I have fought 
a good fight’’ (2 Tim.4:7), “So fight I, not 
as one that beateth the air’? (1 Cor.,9:26), 
and many more. The book of Revelation is 
a book of war-fare. New Testament Chris- 
tians were good fighters. They sometimes 
even fought among themselves, but that was 
condemned. It was centuries later that Chris- 
tians burned one another at the stake, as 
did John Calvin to Servetus because Serve- 
tns didn’t agree with Calvin’s theology. But 
N. T. Christians fought the iniquities of 
their times,even the tyranny of centralized 
government. 


We are constantly being reminded by our 
political leaders that the stability and wel- 
fare of the nation depends upon the righte- 
ousness and justice of its citizens. If so, 
the minister has a fine opportunity to enlist 
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his people in a fight against social and po: 
litical injustice and to lead them in the at- 
tempt to abolish these evils. To do so is 
serious business, but it is a part of his 
gloriously high calling. A rather sophisti- 
cated newspaper man, in a conference in 
Des Moines, once said, ‘‘The preacher’s 
business is to comfort the afflicted and to 


yee 


afflict the comfortable: 


Perhaps the final and triumphant glory of 
the ministry is that it calls for an ever deep- 
ening faith and reliance, on the part of the 
minister himself, upon the love and powel 
of God as revealed in Jesus Christ,our Lord. 
As the years roll on, the minister increas- 
ingly realizes that his career has been glori- 
ous, not because of his wisdom and efforts, 
but by the love and power of God! Recog- 
nizing his own short-comings, his blunders 
and even his sins, he yet sees how God has 
wrought and over-wrought it, all for the ad- 
vancement of His kingdom, and he,the min- 
ister himself, is humbled by the knowledge 
of it. 


As a test of his devotion to his high call- 
ing,a minister is sometimes asked whether, 
if he had his life to live over,would he again 
choose the ministry? | have heard of but one 
answer, always in the affirmative. Said an 
ancient saint, ‘‘Had I a thousand lives, 
they should all be devoted to the service 
of my Lord and Savior.” 


Perhaps you are asking me, ‘And would 
you too?’’ To my ready affirmation, I would 
like to request that God would give me the 
same devoted, radiant companion who was 
my joy and treasure, as well as efficient 
helpmeet, for more than sixty years of glo- 
rious ministry.

It makes all the difference in the 
world whether we come together in His 
Name, and it does not matter whether there 
are few or many, Inthe foreword to the story 
of Uncle John Vassar, the writer calls at- 
tention to the fact that we are obsessed 
with the mass idea. Of course a crowd- 
stimulates the ordinary human speaker,—- 
but Jesus avoided the crowds, and did some 
of His best work with individuals, as with 
the woman at the well, and with Philip and 
the many others. Madame Chiang Kai-shek 
wrote an interesting little book telling of 
the small prayer groups she organized in. 
Formosa. In small groups they easily learn- 
ed to pray aloud together. 

It is surprising how many people think 
they are doing Christian work when they 
are merely having a good time working to- 
gether, while the most important thing, 
intercession, is entirely overlooked and 
disregarded. Billy Sunday was right when 
he spoke many years ago about the ‘‘cook- 
stove apostasy.”’ Dr. John Sutherland Bon- 
nell, the pastor of Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, New York City, dedicated 
that wonderful little book, The Practice 
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at the last with its pre-emptory order to re- 
tire. Take it as befits a Christian. Then 
pass to another usefulness wherein your 
faith uses your face, your fingers and your 
feet to a further glory for Christ.

COUNCIL REJECTS ORDINANCE 
TO REGULATE FOOD HANDLING 


The City Council of Oklahoma City re- 
jected an ordinance to bring food handling 
by church and civic groups up to minimum 
standards, 

City Health Director, Dr. M. L. Peter, 
asked the councilmen to adopt the resolu- 
tion. He said the ordinance was needed to 
guard against an outbreak of food poison- 
ing, because many church kitchen facili- 
ties are below health standards, 

Dr. Peter told the councilmen that dur- 
ing his career as a health officer ‘‘the three 
largest outbreaks of food poisoning have- 
been in churches or benevolent groups.’? 

One councilman, Charles Schreck, a Bap- 
tist layman, accused the health director 
of “taking a slap at the churches and civic 
groups and a lot of other people who are 
helping out with the benevolent activities.”

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BLIND MAN GUIDES CANDY CHAIN 
TO TOP IN ITS FIELD 


HE head of a candy company that 
grosses nearly $20-million a year, 
John D. Hayes, says he wouldn't 
be doing nearly so well if he weren’t blind. 
*““God’s been good to me. He’s given me 
trust and faith, and the ability to treat 
people the way I would like them to treat 
me.’’ In the business of making and sell- 
ing candy those tenets have proved success- 
ful. Mr. Hayes, who lost his sight 30 years 
ago, is the chairman of the Fanny Farmer 
Candy Company Shops of Rochester, N. Ya; 
which under his direction, has grown into 
the largest manufacturing-retailer of can- 
dies in the nation. 


How does a blind mango about running a 

company with 3700 persons on its payroll, 
;and shops in more than 200 cities? 

It’s simple, Mr. Hayes says. He’s not 
really handicapped because he sees every- 
thing in his “mind’s eye.” 

Of the three things that executives do the 
most--read, travel and make decisions -- Mr. 

|Hayes does as much as any, more than some. 


Travels 30,000 miles a year 

He doesn’t use Braille. Every thing from 
statistical reports to novels is read to him 
by his wife--‘‘God blessed me when he- 
gave me Mulla’’--and “‘two good secretar- 
ies.”’ 

He doesn’t use a seeing-eye dog. Usually 
his wife or a staff member accompanies him 
on business trips. He has traveled ‘‘a min- 
imum of 30,000 miles a year’’ visiting fac- 
tory workers in candy plants and_sales- 
girls in the shops so that at 74 he ‘‘knows”’ 
nearly every face in the business. 

Decisions are perhaps the easiest. He 
has developed what his associates call a 


‘‘prodigious’”? memory for facts and figures — 


and sifts through these like an IBM ma- 


chine to arrive at a decision. In the de- 


pression, he slashed prices 50% and sales: 


climbed 150% More recently he has in- 
stituted candy boxes that are sold not only 
by the pound but by such denominations as 
50¢, and $1, as well. 


To Open 24 New Shops, 
And New Plant 


In public places the be-spectacled Mr. 
Hayes looks no different than anyone else. 
That’s part of his philosophy of erasing 
‘any uneasiness in personal contacts that 
may come as a result of his blindness. 

Every one of the campany’s shops and 
plants is arranged so that he knows where 
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everything is and can show surprised vis- 
itors around with ease, 

Mr. Hayes’ eyesight started to slip in 
1923, when a tooth extraction resulted in 
a severe hemorrhage which destroyed the 
optic nerve. That was four years after he 
had rounded the candy company, 

Mr. Hayes is proud of the company’s 
growth since those days, “‘in the first year 
we ordered 20 or 25 pounds of butter and 
three or four or five gallons of cream, when 
we needed it. Now we order 500,000 pounds 
of butter and 150,000 gallons of cream.” 

The company isn’t finished growing ei- 
ther, he says. Twentyfour shops and a new 
plant will be opened’ before the end of the 
year.

A private first class who downed four 
martinis found his braking time slowed 66 
per cent. Same with a specialist third class 
who drank four bourbons. A private first - 
class who had four beers slowed down 30 
percent. 

And had they undergone police tests, all 
would have been judged drunk drivers. 
Drunkometer tests showed the martini drink- 
er had three times the legal limit of alco~ 
hol in his bloodstream. The bourbon imbi- 
ber had more than twice the limit, and the 
beer drinker was considerably beyond the 
legal minimums.

A ck physician, Dr. Rene Wibaux, an 
expert on old age phenomena, told his grey- 
‘ing colleagues of the Parish Academy of 
Medicine that life after the half-century 
calls for wholly new habits in eating, tak-

ing exercise and other daily activities, 
as reported by INS, Paris, Dec. 12, 1956, 
Dr. Wibaux is one of the founders of the 
founders of the Center for Gerontological 
Studies and Research. 
His main advice to persons who have 


gone over the 50-year “‘hump’’ is to shun 
tobacco and alcoholic beverages, 

He also recommends a balanced diet, 
that avoids foods rich in nitrogen and lack- 
ing in vitamins. 

Fruit and honey, said Dr. Wibaux, should 
be the chosen foods for those who intend to 
live close to 100 years, 

He has coined the name of ‘‘Seniculture” 
for his over-all blueprint designed to help 
people to live longer. 

This program calls for regular daily hab-. 
its, the development of hobbies, lots of 
sleep and gaiety. 

Dr. Wibaux said people over 50 should 
avoid violent exercise, despite some in- 
dividual successes in prolonging life by 
continued participation in vigorous sports. 

Dr. Wibaux recommends instead long 
walks in the country. 


PASTOR WITH $8 IN CASH 
BUILDS FLOURISHING 


CHURCH IN FIVE YEARS 


The members of the First Baptist Church, 
Pico, California, are reported to have cele- 
brated a fifth anniversary of their church, 
founded on abundant faith and $8 incash. 

The Rev. Leo Schlegel and his wile, 
Emestine, knew that $8 would scarcely buy 
a keg of nails when they arrived in the Los 
Angeles County town of 15,000 five years - 
ago, to discover it lacked a Baptist Church, 
and determined to build one. 

Their entire capital was spent for rent of 
the American Legion Hall, $5, and an ad in 
the local newspaper, $3, calling all Baptists 
to services the following Sunday. 

The first three Sundays, Mr. Schlegel, 
preached to no one but Mrs. Schlegel. The 
fourth Sunday, three young couples showed 
up, and the congregation grew slowly. 

In September, 1953, we are advised, a 4% 
acre site in downtown Pico was purchased, 
and in November, 1954, ground was broken 
for a church building. Most of the construc- 
tion work was performed by church mem- 
bers who dedicated their weekends, vaca- 
tions and holidays to the task. : 

At the time of this report, we are told, 
the congregation has more than 450 mem- 
bers, the Sunday School roll has more than 
400 in attendance. Five young members are 
studying for the ministry and the church’s 
working capital for 1957 has snowballed to

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GROUP REQUESTS U. S. TO 
OUTLINE POLICIES 
RELATING TO THE VATICAN 


A report from Washington, D. C., July 22, 
1957, reads, “‘A predominantly -Protestant 
eroup said Sunday it has asked the State De- 
partment to detail this country’s policies -- 
toward the Vatican. 

Protestants and other Americans United, 

for Separation of Church and State, said it 
had written the department’s legal adviser, 
Loftus E. Becker, asking: 
1. Whether the United States has recognized 
the Vatican as a sovereign foreign state. 
2. However, if such recognition has been 
granted, Catholic bishops have been exempt- 
ed from registering as foreign agents. 

The organization said a July 12 dispatch 
circulated by Religious News Serv. quoted 
“*high-ranking officials’? of the State De- 
ment’s legal division as saying this coun- 
try has recognized the Vatican ‘‘since the 
Latern Treaty of 1929,” 

Stanley Lichtenstein, research director 
of the organization, said the officials also 
were quoted as saying bishops did not have 
to register as foreign agents and Americans 
serving as Vatican diplomats did not lose 
their citizenship by so doing, because ‘‘no 
-. oath to the Vatican State seems to be 
required for those serving in such posi- 
tions...” 

He claimed there is such an oath and 
questioned the status of Archbishop Aloy- 
sius Muench, Fargo, N. D., who is papal 
nuncio to Germany.’’ 


CHURCH CONSTRUCTION 

Church Construction in May, 1957, total- 
ing $68,000,000, is reported as a new record 
for the month, the Departments of Com- 
merce and Labor reported. The figure was 
$12,000,000 more than May of last year. In 
the first 5-months of 1957, $327,000,000in 
new church construction has been under- 
taken, the government agencies estimated. 
This compared with -$275.000,000 in the 
same period of 1956. Construction by non- 
public schools and colleges totaled $40, 
000,000 during the month, $1,000,000 above 
April, but $2,000,000 below May, 1956.

QUESTION: How much value is a brochure 
in preparing for a fund-raising campaign? 

ANSWER: It is always difficult to assess 
the value of any particular part of a cam- 
paign. Long experience, however, has 
shown the desirability of one or more 
printed pieces in conducting a success- 
ful campaign. For one thing it commits 
a church to a particular program. Hav- 
ing set down that program in black and 
white the members of the church know 
that the church leaders intend to go a 
certain distance and accomplish a cer- 
tain end. 

For this reason considerable care 
must be exercised in setting up a bro- 
chure. The figures which are published 
should be accurate. Since it is difficult 
to forecast building costs two or three 
years hence. If they are published it 
should be with the notation that such 
costs are current and conceivably could 
change before the church would have 
sufficient funds on hand to build. 

If plans are published in a brochure 
it should be noted whether or not they 
have been approved by congregational 
action. If they have not been, it is wise 
to make the notation, “‘These plans are 
only tentative. They may be changed if 
later study shows that changes are called 
for. Before beginning building operations 
the building committee will submit plans 
to the congregation for approval.”’

ages that men have ever taken. This 
saga of the sea has become historic, not 
because of any material things that were 
on board, but because it reveals a type of 
faith that is needed in every age. In fact, 
the cargo of the ship was thrown into the 
sea. The importance of the story lies inthe 
fact that on board the ship was a man by 
the name of Paul, celebrated here because 
of his intrepid faith and courage. 

The timeliness of the lesson is seen in 
the fact that we, like those on board the 
ship, are fearful and afraid as we struggle 
on life’s ocean. Too often the longing for 
certainty is confronted with disillusion. 
Faith is beset by doubt, and courage is 
overcome by fear. For many souls the 
storms of life are real and frightening. 
When the northeaster strikes, we know not 
which way to turn. We question whether or 
not we have on board the Steersman who 
knows the sea. Happy are we if we have 
with us a man like Paul who can calm our 
fears by saying, ‘‘So take heart, men for- 
I have faith in God...” 

Modern life is not essentially different 
from the first century. Men today ask ques- 
tions concerning the meaning of life. Where 
can we flee for refuge in the hour of storm? 
Is God with us? What will we do when our 
Ship goes down? When the fury of the Euro- 
clydon surrounds us where shall we look 
for help?

Luke and Paul knew weather conditions. 
Paul understood the season of the year 
and he knew the uncertainty of the sea at 
that time of year. His advice was that the 
ship should tarry at Fair Havens, but the 
centurion ignored the voice of Paul. The 
captain steered his ship close to shore 
but even there the storms swept in from 
the sea with great fury. 

Now, life is like that. There are uncer - 
tainties. Storms sweep against the strong- 
est. Much of our uncertainty is caused by 
our lack of understanding of God’s plan 
for our lives. We go on unheeding the ad- 
vice given. Life at best is baffling, and it 
is all the worse when man feels that he 
is sufficient in himself to do battle with 
the elements. And no age is more prone to 
follow this idea than ours. Man looks at 
his magnificent achievements and feels 
that he is sufficient. Hence we have men 
and women deserting the old faith. Enmesh- 
ed in a multitude of material things too 
many of us forget the spiritual. We go blind- 
ly on our way without asking for God’s guid- 
ance and direction. The result inevitably is 
the same, - like the crewmen on Paul’s ship, 
we are baffled and afraid and finally we dis- 
cover that the ship will go down. 

These disasters come because we not on- 
ly ignore the rules of safety, but spurn the 
advice of Christian men. Youth is often 
singled out as an example of this reason- 
ing. Juvenile delinquency continues be- 
cause the teachings of Scripture are ignor- 
ed. Parents have ignored Christian culture 
before the child is guilty of crime. There 
are few exceptions to that rule. We have 
sometimes thought that a multitude of en- 
tertainments would be preventitives. Rec- 
reaction, keeping the minds of youth occu- 
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pied, training minds and hands, -all these - 
have failed because we have not added 
the sure teaching of God’s Word. Hence, in 
the hour of trial character fails. 


Wreckage Caused . 

Two hundred and seventy-six persons 
were on board the ship of Adramyttium 
that set sail for Italy, Paul was the noted 
prisoner. He had appealed his case to Cae- 
sar. It was winter time when the ship sail - 
ed along the coast of Asia. The captain 
took no heed to Paul’s warning that they 
would come to disaster. The story of the 


wreckage that occurred is too well known 
to every Bible studentto need repeating, 


If we can carry the symbolism of this ship - 
out into life, we can find the wreckage of 
many lives that have failed to heed the - 
message of the Gospel.Sheer stubbornness - 
sometimes is the cause that leads to disas - 
ter. Then again, indifference may lead one 
astray from the path of rectitude and right. 

In essence sin causes the wreckage of 
life. It may be called unwillingness to fol- 
low the Christian life, the failure to ac- 
cept the overtures of Divine love, or doubt. 
Defeat may stare us in the face and we be- 
gin to doubt the mercy of God. Years ago, 
a saint of God wrote in his diary, “I am 
not now a Christian.”’ 

The experience of these ancient sailors 
can be retold for our benefit, ‘‘As we were 
violently storm-tossed, they began the next 
day to throw the cargo overboard; and the 
third day they cast out with their own hands 
the tackle of the ship.” In the stress of life 
often the material things fail to satisfy. Men 
desire security and long for satisfaction. 


What To Do About Storms 

Storms have always come. They will 
always cause disaster. Men admit that 
great evils face them. In their own souls 
they realize that storms arise, and some- 
times these storms overwhelm them. They 
face destruction. Often they know not which 
way to turn. They are baffled by the tides 
that sweep them off their feet. The wild 
winds of life are too much, and many give 
way in despair. Men ask, what can I count 
on in a world in which so much is uncer- 
tain? We are like the disciples who set out 
to cross the Sea of Galilee. Soon they were 
caught in a rerrific storm. But, inthat hour 
Jesus came to them. Therein lies safety, for 
as Jesus came aboard the sea became calm 
and men’s spirits were quieted. It has ever 
been so when the Master is on board the 
ship. 

Those who have experienced these things 
know whereof they speak. The Apostle 
could say, “‘For I know whom I have believ- 
ed.”’ Our safety lies ina sure belief in 
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God. We, too, can take heart if we have 
faith in God. One of God’s saints wrote 
very early, “I had fainted unless I had 
believed to see the goodness of God in - 
the land of the living.””’ The Christian can 
say, ‘‘Be of good cheer’’ because he knows 
that God is at the helm. The N. T. is a radi- 
ant book because it reveals victorious lives 
lived in a dark time. In the midst of the 
stress and strain of life there is for us this 
sure hope. 

Inasmuch as God is our sure refuge, our 
certainty also lies in a firm belief in the 
way of righteousness. In the very nature 
of things man must follow in the way of 
holiness. Any other way leads to destruc- 
tion. The spiritual resources are ours. He 
Who rules the waves of the sea will catch 
the faintest whisper of the child of God. 

Our unfailing resources lie in nothing 
less than the love of God. We rest inthat 
security. God does not desert His own. 
Many have tried to describe the love of 
God, but always much remains to be said. 
Some one years ago called John 3:16, The 
Fujiyama Text. This Japanese Christian 
‘went on to say that, just as Mount Fuji --- 
covers all the background of Japanese pic- 
tures, so the love of God covers all life. 
Even so the love of God is all sufficient, 
for the Christian. That love had its su- 
preme manifestationin the cross of Christ. 
It becomes very personal when one stands 
beside the cross, and realizes that the 
Cross is for each believer. In the hour in 
which it is our privilege to live and serve, 
we are rediscovering the Cross of Christ. 
As we center our thoughts on Christ Jesus 
we are brought into a new relation with Him 
Who ever lives to bring peace to men. 

It was for the sake of proclaiming the 
Cross of Christ that Paul appealed unto 
Caesar. Even in the hour when the ship on 
which he was traveling was being blown 
to bits the Apostle could stand inthe midst 
of the passengers and assure them that God 
had spoken to him. So, the enheartening mes- 
sage for us is the same as it was for the 
frightened passengers on board this ship in 
the Asian waters, ‘‘So take heart, men, for 
I have faith in God.’’ And doubtless the 
lines of an old hymn will cheer the heart, 
as we breathe the prayer, ; 

“‘Jesus, Saviour, pilot me 

Over life’s tempestuous sea; 

Unknown waves before me roll, 

Hiding rock and treacherous shoal; 

Chart and compass came from Thee: 

Jesus, Saviour, pilot me.”

F THAT is true, then of all things ever 
said it is the most glorious; if it is not 
true, then it is the most absurd. 

On the face of it, it would appear absurd to 


claim that heaven is interested at all in any- 


thing that goes on down here on earth. When 
we realize how tiny this earth is and how 
vast the universe, it is indeed very ques- 


tionable whether God and His angels are - 


concerned with this little planet. We have 
come to feel acutely today our relative posi- 
tion in the universe. ‘‘Are we not told, as a 
very elementary fact, that light, traveling 
at the rate of some eleven million miles a 
minute, takes three and a half years, less 
or more, to reach us from the very nearest 
of the stars, the closest of our neighbours, 
and that the mass of them are vastly farther 
off than that, constellations heaped on con- 
stellations, and universe on universe, it 
seems?

“There is 
joy among the angels of God’’ over some - 
thing that goes on down here? It surely 
cannot be! 

And yet, in spite of the appalling vast- 
ness of the universe in which this earth 
of ours is set, some of the scientists seem 
to suggest that conditions on the earth, 
make it appear that it has somehow been 
chosen out of myriads of worlds for a par- 
ticular purpose. 

Let us not misunderstand this. It is not 
a case of our religious faith being based 
on the remarks of a few scientists. But we 
do need to realise what science is actually 
saying as opposed to what some ina vague 
way think science is saying. What the evi- 
dence seems to point to is not that the uni- 
verse is so vast that we cannot attach any 
importance to this earth at all so far as the 
Creator Spirit is concerned, but that de- 
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spite the fact that the universe is so un- 
imaginably great, yet, conditions of life 
upon the earth are such as to suggest that 
it is at least one of those planets which 
have been specially picked out. 

‘‘There is joy among the angels’’ over 
something that happens down here? It may 
not be so absurd after all. 

Now, if Jesus had claimed that in a gen- 
eral way heaven is interested in the earth, 
in its great movements and final destiny, 
it might have been credible. But He was 
not content to do that. ‘‘There is joy in 
heaven over ONE...’’ Something that hap- 
pens here on earth to one man is of great 
concern to God and His hosts? 

This is rather much. We have been think - 
ing of the significance of the earth in the 
universe. Think now of the insignificance 
of one man in relation to the earth and the 
whole of humanity. And let A. J. Gossip 
thunder again. “‘Here we are, turned out 
by the million, lost in the crowd of crea- 
tion, indistinguishable from our fellows at 
a very little distance, putting through the 
trivial nothings that make our lives, really 
tiny insects crawling about the bottom of 
this little pool of air, a handful of miles 
high, no more, in which we can live. A Mo- 
ment, and we are gone, swallowed up, we 
too, by that oblivion which has engulfed 
such multitudes whose lives were every 
bit as interesting and important to them 
as ours are now to us. A few years at the 
most, and the moss-grown lettering on our 
tombstones will have grown indecipher- 
able; and, wonderfully, quickly, our name 
will have sunk into a soundless sound, 
conveying nothing to a single mind’ 

“There is joy in heaven over one..??? 
Is it really possible? Is it conceivable 
that God should be concerned over me? 
Jesus said, ‘““There is joy in heaven over 
one...’? Not once, not twice did He say 
it. The sparrow does not fall to the ground 
without God, He claimed. A shepherd hav- 
ing a hundred sheep, if one of them be lost, 
will not rest till he find it. And God, said ~ 
Jesus, is like that. 

What is the reason for this claim to im- 
portance of the individual man or woman? 
It is that we have been made in the image © 
of God. The universe is great; even this 
world is great, but I can contain it in my 
mind and therefore am greater than it. There — 
is Pascal s celebrated word about the moun-— 
tain rising up and crushing him; he would 
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still be greater than the mountain because 
«xe would know he was being crushed while 
he mountain would not. The cynic may say 
hat that is cold comfort to the man under 
he mountain. But it is still a great word. 
Jan is not puny. He is mind and spirit, made 
m the image of his Creator God. 

Joy in heaven over one man? Not so ab- 
surd, perhaps. 

But the whole thing seems to be spoiled 
again. If Jesus had left it at that and had 
is believe that heaven is concerned about 
one man who bears the image of God, we 
might even have found ourselves able to 
accept it. We would have conjured up in our 
minds pictures of those in whom that Divine 
mage shone forth in unparalleled splendor 
-names like Stephen and John the Beloved, 
3onaventura and St. Francis, Mary Slessor, 
ind David Livingstone, Aggrey and Sadhu 
Sundar Singh and Albert Schweitzer. When 
ve see their great faith we can well imagine 
1eaven itself being concerned. But, no. 
‘There is joy in heaven over one sinner. .” 
Not one in whom the Divine image is un- 
nistakable, but one in whom the Divine im- 
ye is almost blotted out. Not one whose 
face is constantly toward God, but one 
whose face is away from God. Not one who 
1as succeeded, but one who has failed, And 
n all His ministry Jesus seemed to empha- 
size this fact. He earned for Himself the 
scornful name of friend of publicans and 
sinners. He defied the world by showing 
hat heaven is concerned over something 
hat happens to a_ Sinner. 

Well, that ‘‘something’’ which stirs heaven 
sust be quite cataclysmic. It must mean that 
he sinner of whom we spoke has suddenly 
ecome a saint; it must mean that the.++++- 
£ God has so worked as to bring back into 
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shining glory the Divine image which had 
been almost wiped out? Surely nothing less 
than that could set the bells of heaven ring- 
ing? 

No. “There is joy in heaven over one sin- 
ner that repenteth.’? Not one who reaches 
the portals of heaven and makes the angels 
whisper, “‘How like Christ he is!’’ but one 
whose face slowly turns in a new direction; 
not one who has reached the goal, but one 
who sets his feet on the road; not one who 
has reached the Father’s home and upon 
whose neck the Father has fallen, but one 
who in the far country comes to himself, 
and mutters, “I will arise and go.’’ That 
is all. 

There must have been plenty of bad news 
carried to heaven lately, plenty to make 
heavy the heart of God, from this strife-rid- 
den world whose madness seems to grow 
rather than to abate. ‘There is something 
that can relieve the grief of God, says Je- 
sus. And we are all qualified to do it. Some 
of us are rich, some poor; some happy, some 
sad; but we are all sinners. We are of that 
number that can set heavenringing. We can 


‘do it if we will change our mind about God 


and ourselves. That act, simple in_ itself, 
tremendous in its possibilities, can give 
joy to the angels of God. 

An incredible story? We might indeed 
think so if we did not recall the lips from 
which it first came. 
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TEXT: 1 Peter 3:8-9 


are expected of you, as a Christian ? 

Have you ever wondered how the Lord 
expects you to act toward other Christians 
as well as toward unbelievers? The apos- 
tle Peter is not afraid to tell you what qual- 
ities a Christian needs. He has just finish- 
ed giving instructions to husbands and 
wives concerning their duties toward each 
other, and now he turns to all Christians, 
and gives them a few valuable words of 
advice. In this day and age when far too 
many ministers are using their pulpits to 
explain the significance of the latest ad- 
vances in nuclear physics, when far too 
many are telling the people how to relax 
and be at ease by thinking about all the 
good things they have done and forgetting 
the evil in the world; when far too many are 
leaving Christ out of the sermon in order to 
tell the people what they want to be told 
instead of what God wants them to be told, 
the apostle Peter puts great stress on these 
few words of exhortation, to those who are 
saved by the blood of the Lamb. 

Finally, all of us, are to have unity of 
spirit, sympathy, love of the brethren, a 
tender heart and a humble mind. Do not re- 
turn evil for evil or reviling for reviling; but 
on the contrary bless, for to this you have

been called, that you may obtain a blessing.. 


You have been called by God to inherit the 
blessing of a Christian, which means just 
this: God has called you to believe on His 
Son, Jesus Christ, as the Saviour of the 
world and your own personal Saviour. He 
has called you to put your faith in Christ 
for your salvation. He has called youto put 
your faith into practice in your everyday 
life. You are called to be a Christian all 
the way through, not just on the surface, 
not just on Sunday, not just when you are 
sick and are forced to lie down and look 
up--but God wants you to look up all the 
time, for only by looking up can you re- 
ceive the strength necessary to perform 
the duties of your Christian calling, You 
are called to receive a blessing, the most 
important blessing of all, the forgiveness 
of sins, the assurance of salvation through 
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Christ. What a wonderful blessing! 

But since we have received this wonder- 
ful blessing from God Himself, God expects 
much from each of us. He expects us to be 
grateful enough for this blessing that we 
shall make every effort to share this bless- 
ing with others. We ask how we, imperfect 
and weak, can possibly bless others? Let 
us find out what it means to bless some- 
one. We know what it means to have God’s 
blessing; we know that His greatest bless- 


ing to us is the gift of His Son, Jesus Christ. 


But for us it’s a little different. We do not 
have the almighty power to bestow such 
blessings upon others. In our case. God 
still wants us to bless others, but the word 
‘bless’? takes on a different meaning, al- 
though quite similar in many ways to the 
way God blesses us. When we look up the 
Greek word “‘bless’’ in the N- T., it has 
several meanings. It means to speak well 
of someone, to praise a person, to ask a 
blessing upon another, or upon yourself, 
When we looked up the word in Webster’s 
dictionary, we find it to mean the same in 
English as it does in Greek. It means to 
make someone happy, to pray for the well- 
being of others, to praise or glorify, to ask 
divine favor or protection upon another. So, 
we have received the blessing of God upon 
ourselves, and God asks us to bless others. 
That is our duty, obligation, our privilege 
as Christians. 

All of us have unity of spirit, sympathy, 
love for others, a tender heart and humble 
mind, This means all of us, not just certain 
people whom we may have in mind at the 
moment, but all of us. We are to have Unity 
of Spirit! Be of the same mind and intent. 
Agree with one another. Be intent upon the 
same thing. Remember we spoke before of 
a Christian looking up for the strength to 
carry out his Christian calling. You cannot 
afford to look anywhere else but UP. You 
and the person next to you-can both go 
through life as Christians and still not be 
intent on the same thing-the Gospel of our 
Lord, Jesus Christ, Is that unity of Spirit? 
Is that being of one mind with your fellow- 
believer in Christ? Does the question ever 


plague you as you go about the daily routine 


of housework or business, ‘‘What shall I do 
with Jesus?’? Is Jesus part of your life, or 
do you gently shove Him aside when you 

transact a rather “‘shady’? business deal, 

or when you lose your temper and a curse 
Slips out, maybe even a curse against your 
own child? Is that being of one mind, intent 
on the same Gospel of Jesus Christ? Noth- 


ing will so impress the world as believers. 
in Christ who are unified in minds Nothing — 


m1 


will so impress the world as believers in 


Christ who stand up for each other and de- | 
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fend each other against the world. Nothing 
will so impress the world as when we give 
p the ways of the world for the ways of 
hrist. Difficult? Surely, it is difficult. 
ut is that the IMPORTANT THING? The 
fact that it’s difficult? Isn’t this the import- 
aant thing, “‘to have the same mind in you 
which was also in Christ Jesus, who being 
iin the form of God, thought it not robbery 
to be equal with God, but made himself of 
mo reputation and took upon him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the likeness 
of men, and being found in fashion as a man, 
the humbled himself and became obedient un- 
‘to death, even death of the cross.” God 
‘wants us to have the mind of Christ. God 
wants us to have no differing opinions on 
the aims of a Christian, no differing opin- 
ions on the way of salvation. “May the God 
of steadfastness and engouragement grant 
us to live in such harmony with one another, 
in accord with Christ Jesus, that together, 
we may with one voice glorify the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

When we have unity of spirit in Christ 
Jesus, then the next Christian quality -- 
will come almost automatically. Have sym- 
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in this life, do we look at him and pass by 
on the other side? Or does Christian sym- 
pathy compel us to stop and help? If we 
have shown little or no Christian sympa- 
thy before, then let us open our heartsto 
God and confess that fault, and ask for-- 
strength and courage to sympathize with 
our fellow-believers for the sake of Christ, 
who had so much sympathy for us. 

The third quality to be shown among 
Christians is brotherly love. Why do we 
say “‘brotherly love’’ instead of just ‘‘com- 
mon consideration?’’? Doesn’t a man love 
his own brother because they are of the 
same blood? Doesn’t a Christian love an 
other Christian because they are both in 
the body of Christ, and both heirs of God, 
and fellow-heurs with Christ? Brotherly 
love goes farther than just mutual respect. 
It goes as far as is necessary for it to go 
in order to help a fellow-believer in need. 
Brotherly love helps a fellow-Christian. But 
it goes farther than that. It takes one more 
step. It adds the final touch. It becomes 
no longer just love and concern for some - 
one else, but it adds the “‘brotherly”’ touch, 
the deep feeling for someone else’s need 


pathy. What is sympathy? Is it weeping 
when you see another weep? Is it laughing 
because we see another laugh? It may be, 
if our motive is right. When we sympathize 
with a person, we actually suffer right a- 
long with him, or rejoice with him when he 
rejoices. Sympathy actually means to share 
the feelings of the companion-to suffer 
when he suffers, because we feel the same 
anguish and desperation that he feels. Didn't 
Christ have sympathy for us when He gave 
His life on the cross? Didn’t He suffer in 
our place for our sins because He could 
feel the sufferings that we would have, if 
we had to go through all that- and He knew 
we couldn’t take it. When we see a fellow- 
believer suffering physically or spiritually 
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because that ‘‘someone else’’ is also a 
member of the body of Christ, and an heir 
of salvation. That is brotherly love! 

Be also tenderhearted and of humble 
mind. Be compassionate. These two qual- 
ities of a Christian- having a tender heart 
and a humble mind - are qualities that a 
Christian will show to all people and not 
only to his fellows in the faith. When you 
see a child get hurt, could it be that you 
first ask him if he is a child of God, and if 
he is not, then you won’t help him? can’t 
picture any one doing that; I can picture 
bending down and helping the child to its 
feet, brushing off the cinders from the hands 
and wiping away tears, asking if we should 
go home. I believe anyone of us would do 
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that. What is there in the tears of a child 
that makes one’s heart so tender? Yet, day 
after day, you and I pass someone by who 
really needs our help. Why do they need 
our help? Because you and [ have more to 
offer them than just help in the immediate 
need. We have the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
to offer them, the perfect ointment to heal 
all their souls by offering them the for- 
giveness of sins through the perfect sacri - 
fice of Christ on the Cross. 

Being compassionate also means to be 
forgiving. Your sins have been forgiven by’ 
God for the sake of Jesus. Would you with- 
hold this forgiveness from others? This is 
the foremost of our blessings from the hand 
of God; and now can we refuse to forgive 
others? 

Be of a humble mind. You have heard a 
successful man say that he is a self-made 
man. How wrong can a man be? Who gave 
him the strength to accomplish the things 
he has achieved? Who gave him the brains 
to use? Who gave him life? Was it not God?’ 
Is it not God Who sustains him? Be of hum- 
ble mind. Pride and conceit have no place 
in the life ofa Christian. High- mindedness 
will find no rest in the life ofa child of 
God. As St. Paul says, ‘‘Do nothing from 
selfishness or conceit, but in humility count 
others better than yourselves.” 

And our text goes on to say, “‘Do not re- 
turn evil for evil or reviling for reviling; but 
on the contrary blessing.” You have heard 
the warning, “‘think twice before you act.” 
Or, the expression, ‘‘count to ten first.” 
But the Christian doesn’t need to go to all 
that trouble. All he needs to do is think of 
Christ. Then he will ask himself: ‘‘Would 
Christ consider this just cause for me to 
say what | am thinking? Would He want me 
to do this? Would He agree with the terri- 
ble words I’d like to say to that guy?” If 
Christ doesn’t agree with what you may be 
about to say or do, then you can be very 
positive that what you want to do is wrong. 
**Repay no one evil for evil,but take thought 
for what is noble in the sight of all.’? When 
someone works evil against you because 
you are a Christian,then stand up like a man 
and take it because you know that Christ- 
took it, and He did not try to get back at 
His accusers. Love your enemies and pray 
for those who persecute you. Wasn’t our 
Lord persecuted because He called Himself 
the Son of God,and they didn’t believe Him ? 
Didn’t He pray that the sins of His enemies 
might be forgiven?Didn’t He command you -- 
and me to do the same? Surely, He did, but 
it seems_so hard, you say. Yes, it is hard, 
But are we Christians because we want to 
live an easy life, or because we love the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and know we need the 
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forgivenness of sins and the salvation which 
He can give us? 

We have talked for the last 20-minutes 
about the qualities that are expected of us 
as Christians. We have talked about these 
several qualities which Peter mentions in 
his epistles We could go on talking longer 
on what makes a Christian. Many minis- 
ters have. We have heard them. We have 
been swamped all our lives with some- 
one-and it’s usually ministers in sermons 
--telling us how we: ought to be good Chris- 
tians, what we ought to do and not to do. 
We have heard it so often that we become 
deaf to the sound of such instruction. I 
wonder how many of us this morning, when 
I began speaking about the qualities of a 
Christian, turned off your mental hearing 
aids. Was it because you didn’t want to 
hear about it? I think not. I think it was 
a natural thing to do. You have heard it 
all before. But, listen! Despite the fact 
that you have heard it many times, ARE 
YOU DOING IT? Are you living up to 
God’s expectations of you as a Chris- 
tian? 

You have been forgiven by God for all 
your sins for Jesus’ sake. You stand righte- 
ous before God because Christ took your 
place and died for all your sins. He re- 
deemed you and washed you clean. You - 
are justified by Christ. And now you turn 
from sin and serve God..Now you leave be- 
hind the works of Satan and serve Christ. 
“I appeal to you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, to present your bodies as 
a living sacrifice, holy and acceptable 
to God, which is your spiritual worship. 
Do not be conformed to this world but be 
transformed by the renewal of your mind,- 
that you may prove what is the will of 
God, what is good and acceptable and per. 
fect.”” 

“Finally, all of you, have unity of spirit 
sympathy, love of the brethren, a tender 
heart and a humble mind Do not return evil 
for evil or reviling for reviling; but on the 
contrary bless, for to this you have been 
called, that you may obtain a blessing.”

MAINSPRING REPAIRS 
WOMAN’S HEART 


From Detroit, Mich., came the report in 
May, 1057, that ‘‘a year ago, a 34-year old 
Detroit mother of five was told she had a 
life expectancy of six months. Now she is 
leading a near-normal life--the mainspring 
of a watch serving as a heart valve.’’ 

Wayne State University says that ‘“‘Mrs. 
Mabel Streeter, on April 5, 1956, became 
the first person in whom a leaky heart valve 
was replaced by a metal spring.”’ 

The artificial valve was developed by a 
team of doctors from the Wayne University 
College of Medicine and the Elgin National 
Watch Co., from an alloy used in watch main- 
springs. The company predicted it would - 
last 300 years. 

The patient was considered critically ill 
18 months ago, unable to do any housework 
or walk up steps without aid. Now, her doc- 
tors say, she does her housework and some 
shopping and can climb some without fatigue. 

When the operation was performed, the doc- 
tors described her condition as “‘rapid down - 
hill.”? The mitral valve in the left side of 
her heart had calcified and its flaps turned 
inward, leaving a hole that never fully closed 
between heart beats. 

The valve normally opens to let blood from 
the lungs into the left ventricle--the main 
pumping chamber--and closes as the heart- 
gushes blood into the aorta or main artery .- 
But here the valve permitted the blood to 
pass both ways between the chambers and 
the body got only a tricle. 

Doctor’s figured her life expectancy at six 
months when they decided to try the metal - 
valve technique. 

A Wayne State surgical team had been 
working two years on perfecting the metal 
for just such an emergency as beset this 
patient. The valve fashioned by the sur- 
geons is diamond-shaped, as large as a 
penny, with a nylon web across it. When 
the heart is pumping, it Snaps up over the 
mitral valve opening; snaps down then to 
let in a new supply into the pumping cham- 
ber. The heart muscle works the valve. 


COURT DECLARES PARSONAGE 
NOT A SACRED BUILDING 


Luke 17:24-26. **But first be shall suffer 
many things, and be rejected of this 
generation. ......so shall it be also in 
the days of the Son of man.”’ 


The Florida Supreme Court ruled, as re- 
ported by RNS, Tallahassee, Fla, ‘‘that a 
parsonage is not a sacred building.” 
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It reversed a Circuit Court judge in Sara- 
sota who denied a liquor license to a place 
of business within five hundred feet of a 
parsonage. 

The Supreme Court said that a parsonage, 
except for the ‘goodness of its occupant,’ --’ 
does not differ from any other residence.
